Ward Beecher died at 9:30 thisporning in 
the presence of most of the members of 
his family. Those present were Colonel 
H. B. Beecher, his wife, his daughters, 
Hattie and Daisy, and son, Henry Ward 
Beecher; Miss Edith Beecher, W. C. 
Beeclier and wife; Rev. Samuel ¡scoville, 
Mrs. S. Scoville, eldest daughter of Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher; Miss Scoville, who 
has just come from the Pacific slope; Miss 
Ballard, Rev. S. B. Halliday and wife, 
Belle (a Scotch nurse, who has been with 
the family many years and was a special 
favorite witli the deceased preacher), the 
male nurse, Riordan ; S. V. White, E. A. 
Seacomb, one of the Trustees of Plymouth 
Church, and Major J. K. Pond. 
Dr. Searle, he said, had noticed a change 
in the patient’s condition at 5:30 a. m. and 
summoned all in the bonse to the bedside, 
momentarily expecting Ids death ; but he 
lingered much longer than had been an­ 
ticipated. He passed away gradually and 
almost imperceptibly, drawing his last 
breath without apparent suffering or re­ 
turn to consciousness in any degree. 
“ Mrs Beecher,” said Seacomb, “ bore 
up wonderfully and with marvelous 
courage." 
A SENSIBLE IDEA.

A STATUE OF BEECHER. 
Sometime ago H. W. Sage, member of 
Plymouth Church, appropriated by will a 
sum of money to piare a statue of Beecher 
in Prospect Park after his decease. Quincy 
Wood, the well-known sculptor, who is to 
do the work, wiil call at the house in the 
conree of the day, for the purpose of mak­ 
ing a plaster cast of bis features. It is not 
intended tliat any examination shall be 
made of Beecher’s brain organism. 
BROOKLYN IS MOURNING. 
The news of Beecher's death spread very 
quickly to nil Darts of the city, and Brook­ 
lyn may now be said to be a city of tuousn- 
ing. Even those who did not always con­ 
cur with Beecher in Lis views liad no hesi­ 
tation in expressing their deep reirret at his 
death. As a mark of respect to his mem­ 
ory, flags on all public buildings here were 
placed at half mast, and Mayor Whitney 
had the City Hall bell tolled to-night. 
The committ1 e appointed by the officers 
of Plymouth Church last Sunday to take 
charge of tbe funeral made the necessary 
arrangements this morning.

In the sitting room back of the house, 
where the great preacher spent many of the 
hours of his life, Major Pond this evening 
wa3 busy engaged in answering many tele­ 
grams that were received by Mrs. Beecher. 
A large number of people called at tbe 
house during the evening, and left their 
cards, with kinds words of condolence. A 
crowd of people still hovered around the 
house and gazed in silence at the windows 
of the room w here the body of Beecher lay. 
The pall-bearers have not yet been se­ 
lected, and will not be made public until 
tbc funeral. 
The members of tbe family were gath­ 
ered in tbe front parlor to-night, and re­ 
ceived their friends until 7 o’clock, when 
the bouse was closed for tbe night. Mrs. 
Beeclier braced up wonderfully under her 
heavy affliction. She is calm and com­ 
posed. 
befxher's lis t hours. 
Dr. Starle makes the following statement 
in regard to the distinguished man during 
the last hours : ’ Beech.-r began to fail de- 
cidedlv at 3 o’clock this morning, respira­ 
tion rapidly failing. At 4 o’clock the family 
were summoned. Death came slowly and 
steadily. Respiration be came faster and 
faster, until they reached 00 a minute, one 
each second. The pulse was variable, and 
often reaching 140. He still remained in 
tbe same con .itim , except breathing with 
his eyes closed, and unconscious. The mo­ 
tions of the riglitarm became less frequent, 
and were finally stopped almost entirely. 
About 9 o'clock in tbe morning we could 
detect the first symptoms of immediate 
death. His pulse ran up still higher, and 
flickered and fluctuated until 9.2S, two min­ 
utes before hisdeatb.hispulse ceased almost 
entirely at the wrist, and was so faint tbat 
it could hardly be detected, and then 
stopped altogether. There was a rattling 
in bis throat, painful to those around hint, 
but unfelt by him owing to the failure of 
nerve center of the respiratory organs, to­ 
gether with the failure of tbe heart's ac­ 
tion. His death, which came at 9:30 
o'clock, was very easy, sacb as death I rom 
suffocation or by drowning is said to be." 
THE ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 
New York, March Sth.—The following 
details of the arrangements for the funeral 
were given to the press to-night: The 
service from tbe beginniug will be under 
the directions of Rev. Charles H. Hall, of 
Holy Trinity Church, who will officiate at 
the bouse when the first services take 
place on Thursday morning at 9.39. 
At 10:30 the remains will bo escorted 
to tbe church by the Thirteenth Regiment, 
of wiiicli Beecher was Chaplain, and Com­ 
pany 0 will act as a guard of honor until 
tbe remains are finally transferred to Green­ 
wood Cemetery, where they will be placed 
in the receiving-vuult, to await a final 
disposition, wbicb will be decided later. 
It has not yet been decided whether the re­ 
mains will be removed from the church 
Friday night or Saturday morning. The 
funeral services are to take place at 
11:30 Thursday morning, at tbe church. 
There will be uupall bearers, and there will 
be no black drapery in the church or 
honse, nor will tbe family wear mourning. 
Many times Beecher has said in his ser­ 
mons : “Strew flowers on my grave, but let 
no heathenish practice prevail of drapery 
in black, as a token of sorrow, when a man 
has passed through death to eternal life." 
Tue Sunday-school children of the Home 
Bethel and Mayflower Schools, all con­ 
nected with Plymouth Church, will attend 
in a body the cbtircb at 4 o’clock Friday 
afternoon. The body will lie in state at 
the church. The leading clergymen front 
all parts of the country w ill be present. It 
13 tbe wish of the committee to have tbe 
remains lie in cburch until all citizens of 
Brooklvn shall have viewed the remains. 
The Logan Memorial Committe, in a let­ 
ter of sympathy, expressed their desire to 
assist in the ceremonies, and have suggest­ 
ed the holding of a contemporary service 
at the Academy of Music, while services 
are in progress at Plymouth Church. It 
was decided to adopt the suggestion. At a 
meeting of the Board of Officers of the Thir­ 
teenth Regiment of Brooklyn, of which 
Beecher was chaplain, it was determined to 
offer a military e30>rt at Beecher's funeral. 
The Aldermen of Brooklyn had a special 
meeting to-night aud passed resolutions 
providing for the draping of the city build­ 
ing, and the closing of the public offices on 
the dav fit the funeral. The Municipal 
Council of the Irish National League met 
to-night and nnauimously adopted resolu­ 
tions expressive of regret at Beecher's 
death. CONTEMPTIBLE VROCEEDIXUS. 
C h ic a g o, March 8th .—A n extraordinary 
scene took place at the weekly meeting of 
the Congregational ministeis yesterday. 
The topic wbicb came up was the sickness 
from which Henry Ward Beecher is be­ 
lieved to be dying, and the statements oL 


some of the pastors present took the shape 
of a resolution of condolence, which it 
was proposed to send to Mrs. Beecher by 
telegraph. This was opposed by a number 
of ministers, their objection being based 
on the alleged heterodoxy of Beecher’s 
views regarding future salvation and pun­ 
ishment. An acrimonious debate ensued, 
and finally a motion to adopt the resolu­ 
tion unanimously was lost. Great excite­ 
ment prevailed, and the utmost efforts were 
made to keep the affair from the news­ 
papers. 
The resolution was offered by Rev. E F. 
Williams, of the South Church. 
The 
principal ground for the opposition was 
Beecher’s views of the future state, and 
Dr. E. P. Goodwin, among others, con­ 
tended that it the meeting as a body sent 
resolutions of condolence to the dying 
preacher, their action might be construed 
into an expression of opinion favorable to 
his theological sentiments. This was not 
the only attack made, however. One min­ 
ister arose and stated that he would not 
extend sympathy to a man who was 
charged with immorality, aud had never 
cleared himself of the charge. He stated 
that he doubted that Mr. Beecher had es­ 
tablished bis innocence of the offense of 
which he was accused years ago. The 
friends of Mr. Beecher holly attacked the 
speaker who had alluded to the scandal. 
The resolutions, when pnt to an in­ 
formal vote, received a tuajority, but they 
were withdrawn by the proposer, who as­ 
serted that it would be in had taste to send 
resolutions not made unanimous. 
Rev. O. S. Goodwin, who opposed the 
resolutions, refused to make public his 
reasons, further than that iie did not co­ 
incide with Mr. Beecher in matters e ( the­ 
ology. 
[Henry Ward Beecher was born at 
Litchfield, Conn., June 24, 1813, and con­ 
sequently was nearly 74 years of age at his 
death. From early boyhood he manifested 
unusual mental power and intellectual 
force. He was graduated at Amherst in 
1834, and entered Lane Seminary to study 
theology. 
In 1837 he was called to the 
pastorate of a Presbyterian Church at Law 
renceburg, Ind., and two years later to 
minister to one in Indianapolis. In 1847 he 
was called to Plymouth Congregational 
Church. Brooklyn, N. Y., over which he 
presided fur all the after years ol his life. 
His reputation began to grow as a puipit 
orator from his earliest efforts, and for a 
quarter of a century steadily increased, 
until he was recognized as the leading pul­ 
pit orator of the continent. He built up 
Plymouth Church to he probably the 
largest congregation in America. His hu­ 
mor was of the very best order, and gave 
him opportunities and license to depart 
from pulpit conventionalities as no other 
preacher in the country could or ever has. 
His manner was highly dramatic, his ser­ 
mons full of homely and graphic illustra­ 
tion. 
He was intense in ail he said. 
Nothing was uttered fey him with­ 
out 
force ami 
vigor 
marking it. 
His views of Christianity gradually 
broadened with age, until he came 
to be recognized as so nearly a liberal, and 
free-thinki r. as to be sharply questioned by 
orthodox Christians. He was always the 
advocate of personal freedom, temperance, 
human liberty and tolerance, and the ene­ 
my of slavery, political chicane, venality 
and all manner of dishonesty in govern­ 
ment or society. He spoke so boldly anil 
forcibly on public topics as to win the 
name of being the foremost political 
preacher in the Union. He was a great 
lover of nature in her purity, an admirer 
of fine animals, a connoisseur of art and 
music and a literary scholar of masterly 
ability. He wrote as well if not better 
than he spoke. He was a popular lecturer, 
and traveled the country over in that 
capacity. He was a favorite orator with 
the people on national topics, and achieved 
as much fame and distinction upon the 
rostrum as in the pul pit or on the lecture 
platform. Prior to being called to the 
pulpit,' he edited for a year a newspaper 
(the Cincinnati Journal). and ever after was 
given to contributing to journals and to en­ 
gaging, in one way and another, in editorial 
work, which possessed a charm for him. 
He edited an agricultural paper at Indian­ 
apolis while pastor of the church there. 
His writings in that paper were collated 
and published some time alter in book 
form, under the title “ Fruits, Flowers and 
Farming.” 
Ho was an editorial con­ 
tributor to the New York Independent, 
for about 20 years, and from 1861 to 1863 
was its editorinl chief. Many of his essays 
in that paper were published in hook form 
under the title "The Star Papers.” He 
was from 1870 for a number of years editor 
of the Christian Union, one of the leading 
religious papers of the world. In 1859 the 
system of reporting iiis sermons and pub­ 
lishing them in pamphlet form began, and 
was maintained up to the time of his death. 
These issues were known by the title “ The 
Plymouth Pulpit.” In bound form there 
are some 20 volumes of this issue. He was 
the author of Lectures to Young Men; 
Industry and Idleness: Life Thoughts; 
Sermons on Liberty ami W ar; Plymouth 
Collection of Hymns and Tunes ; Norwood 
(a novel); Sermons from Published and 
Unpublished Discourses; Yale Lectures on 
Preaching, and Life of Christ. This last 
was his greatest work and at the time of 
his death he was laboriously engaged in 
the preparation of the second volume. 
While tbe great civil war was be­ 
ing prosecuted he visited England, Scot­ 
land, and other Brilish parts (1863) and 
lectured 
as a preacher upon 
the 
war. His aim was to disabuse the English 
mind of errors into which it had fallen 
concerning the rebellion. These speeches 
exerted a wide and potent influence, and 
made him famous among ail English­ 
speaking people. We deem it wholly un­ 
necessary to more than refer to tbe imfor- 
Itinate period in hi3 life that involved Mr. 
Beecher’s name, and concerning wlrch 
public judgment ivas and will remain di­ 
vided. He lived on his life of earnest, 
Christian work, in the face of the ordeal he 
was called to undergo, and apparently un­ 
concerned and in a manner to carry to the 
ndnds of his frieuds the conviction of his 
guiltlessness. His visit lust year to En­ 
gland was one purely of recreation. He 
was received with high honors, and every­ 
where thou lands flocked to hear him. Few 
men worked so hard, or in literary and 
clerical life accomplished so much. He 
was, indeed, a marvelous man ; one whose 
endurance was phenomenal, and whose ca­ 
pacity for brain work seemed to be abso­ 
lutely unlimited and tireless ] 
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CALIFORNIA. 
Troalile Feared at the Ray. 
San F rancisco. March 8th.—Chief of Po­ 
lice Crowley to-day assigned a squad of po­ 
licemen to do duty in the old City Hall, 
where they will be kept in readiness to 
start for whatever place there may he 
trouble on the roads of the boycotted street­ 
car lines. Since the discontinuance of the 
bus line the antagonism between the strik­ 
ers and the car companies has been intensi­ 
fied, and it is feared that violence may 
he again resorted to by the strikers. Hence 
the precaution. 
Negotiating; for the San Joaquin Rancho. 
Santa Ana, March 8th —Negotiations 
are in progress for the purchase of the cele­ 
brated San Joaquin Ranch, one of the 
largest in the State, and consisting of 108,- 
Ot’O acres. The price is $1,250 000. The fail­ 
ure of the Southern Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany to bay the ranch has stimulated the 
exertion of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe road, who are at present looking over 
the ranch, with the view of purchasing. 
Also a wealthy syndicate has been looking 
over the grounds’ aud if purchased by them 
it will he cut up into smull tracls. Neither 
the Southern Pacific nor Atchison and To­ 
peka has as yet been granted the right of 
way through the ranch. All appearances 
indicate that before long the sale of the 
ranch will be recorded lo the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Company. 
Accident to an Ufllccr. 
H o l l is t e r, March Sth.—J. A. Berming- 
ham, an officer from San Juan, yhile on 
his way to Hollister this morning, met with 
au accident which will doubtless result in 
a loss of his limb. A suspieious-looking 
character, answering to the’ description of 
Peter Olsten, had been seen while in San 
Juan. 
Yesterday evening Bermingham 
and officer Seannette were in pursuit, and 
stopping at the river to examine some 
tracks, a 44-caliber revolver fell on the 
ground and was discharged, the hall striking 
Bermingham on the ankle and badly shat­ 
tering the bones.

$5,000; City Hall. $12,000; George Dacers, 
small buildings, $6,000; besides these there 
are numerous smaller losses, from $500 to 
$1,500. Tbe total insurance is about $10,000. 
The remains of two human beings were 
found in the ruins. One was identified as 
Mr. Bell, a butcher; the other is unknown, 
and is probably a Chinaman. The origin 
of the fire is supposed to be incendiary. 
Near the remains of the second body were 
found a pocket-knife, watch, chain, and a 
tag hearing the name of J. Sutherland, 100 
First street, Portland. Or. No one here 
knows ruch a man. Joseph Bell was the 
name of the second man bunted. He was 
38 years oM, and in the employ of Harris, 
a butcher. 
“ NICOLAUS MOT CASES. 
The H u lled States Supreme Court Re­ 
verses the Ruling of the Circuit Court. 
[By telegraph to the Rixord Union.1 
Washington, March 7th.—The United 
Stales Supreme Court to-day rendered an 
interesting decision in the case entitled 
Thomas Baldwin, plaintiff in error, against 
J. C. Franks, United States Marshal, in 
error, from tbe Circuit Court for the Dis­ 
trict of California. This case presented 
another phase of the Chinese queslion, and 
involved the rights of Chinese under Fed­ 
eral laws. On the 19th of February, 1886, 
Baldwin, the plaintiff in error, and other 
citizens in the miniDg town of Nicolaus, 
Sutter county, California, drove ont of that 
town with force and violence a number of 
resident Chinese by placing them on hoard 
a steamboat plying on the Feather river, 
and sending them out of the limits of the 
town and county. Baldwin was arrested 
under a warrant issued by the Commis­ 
sioner of the Circuit Court charging him 
with entering into a conspiracy with cer­ 
tain other persons to deprive these Chinese 
of the equal protection of the laws and 
equal privileges and immunities nuder the 
laws. Baldwin applied to the CircuitCouxt 
for his discharge upon a writ ot habeas 
corpus, but it was refuse! and he appealed 


to the Supreme Court upon the ground that 
the charge made against him was not suf­ 
ficient to justify his detention. The Judges 
in the Circuit Court were divided in opinion 
as to the following questions; 
First—Whether the conspiracy which re­ 
sulted in the expulsion of Chinese from 
Nicolaos in the manner set forth in the 
record is an offense in violation of Section 
5519 of the United States statutes, and if so, 
whetiier that section as applied tosucli a 
state of facts is constitutional 
Second — Whether the acts charged 
against Baldwin and his fellow-oonspirators 
constitute an offense within the meaning 
of Section 5508 of the Revised Statutes, 
and if so, whetiier that section is constitu­ 
tional. 
Third—Whether such acts, so performed, 
constitute au offense witlii*»tlie meaning 
of that clause of Section 5336 of the Revised 
Statutes, which makes it an offense for per­ 
sons to conspire by force to prevent, hinder 
or delay the execution of any law of the 
United States, and if so whether that sec­ 
tion is constitutional. 
The Court, i n a long and elaborate opinion 
bv Chief Justice Waite, holds that the 
United States undoubtedly has the power 
to provide for the punishment of those 
who are guilty of depriving Chinese sub­ 
jects of any rights, privileges, immunities 
or exemptions guaranteed to them bv 
treaty. Whether that power has been ex­ 
ercised or not must be ascertained by an 
examination of the statute upon which the 
charge is based, namely, the Revised Stat- 
uti s, Sections 5519, 5508 and 5536. 
Section 5519, which was tbe one most 
considered in the Court below, provides for 
tbe punishment of those who, in any State 
or territory, c inspire for the purpose of 
depriving, either directly or indirectly, any 
persons or class or persons of the equal 
protection of the laws or of equal privil­ 
eges and immunities under the laws. In 
United States vs. Harris (106 United States, 
629), it was decided tliat this section was 
unconstitutional, as provision was made 
for the punishment of conspiracies of the 
character therein mentioned in the State. 
It is urged, however, that this section, al­ 
though unconstitutional as applied to'the 
facts set forth in the Harris case, is not so 
when applied to the facts of this case, be­ 
cause the persons conspired against in the 
former instance were citizens, while in the 
latter they were aliens, entitled to protec- 
tection under a United States treaty. In 
support of this argument refiance is had to 
the well-settled rule tbat a statute may lie 
in part constitutional and pa.t unconstitu­ 
tional, and that under same circumstances 
the part which Is constitutional will be cn- 
forct-d and only that which is unconstitu­ 
tional will be rejected. To give effect to 
this rule, however, the part which is con­ 
stitutional and that which is unconstitu­ 
tional must be capable of .-enaration, so 
that each may he placed hv itself. This 
statute is not of that character, and the lim­ 
itation mast be made, if at alt, by construc­ 
tion, not by separation. This, it has been 
often decided, is not enough. It is clear,in 
the opinion of the Court, that Section 5519 
cannot be sustained in whole or in part in 
its operation within the State, unless the 
decision of the United States vs. Harris is 
overruled, and the Court sees no reason for 
so doing. 
As for Section 5508, it was held to be con­ 
stitutional in ex parte Yarbrough (110 LJ. 
S., 651), and the cnly question to be de­ 
cided is whether that which is charged to 
have been done by Baldwin constitutes an 
ofler.se within the’ meaning of the provi­ 
sion. In the opinion of the Court the 
word “citizen,” as used in the statute, must 
be given the same meaning it has in the 
Fourteenth Amendment of the Constitu­ 
tion. and that to constitute tbe offense 
which is there provided for the wrong must 
be done to one who is a citizen in that 
sense. It therefore docs not apply to Chi­ 
nese aliens. 
With regard to Baldwin's liability under 
Section 5336 the Court bolds that the force 
used by him was against the Chinese peo­ 
ple and not against the Government in its 
effort to protect them. His conspiracy was 
to ill-treat the Chinese and not to liinder 
the Uni'ed States in the execution of any 
measures to prevent such ill-treatment. 
This statute, therefore, does not apply to 
this case. 
After reviewing carefully, in the light of 
previous decisions, all the questions raised 
by the case, the Court reverses the judg­ 
ment of tbe Court below, which denied the 
prisoner's petition for release on habeas 
corpus, and remands the case for further 
proceedings. 
Justices Field and Harlan dissented. 
Justice Field read a separate opinion, 
agreeing with tbe majority of the Court in 
its construction of the different portions of 
the Revised Statutes, except as to the sec­ 
ond clause of Section 5336. 
Justice Field 
is of the opinion that the forcible depriva­ 
tion of rights secured by treaty to tbe sub­ 
jects or citizens of any nation is the pre­ 
vention by force of the execution of the law 
of the United States. If this is not so, then 
there is no law in the United States 
which can be invoked for the protection of 
the subjects of the Chinese nation, not­ 
withstanding the language of tbe treaty 
with tbat country, and the same rule mast 
apply with reference to the rights of the 
subjects or citizens of any other nation 
resident in the United States. 
Then the 
only protection is to be found in the laws 
of the different States. “ I cannot agree.” 
Justice Field says, “ with this view of the 
case.” 
. 
The following, it is said, is an admirable 
core for damp cellar walls: Boil two < unces 
of grease with two quarts of tar for nearly 
twenty minutes in an iron vessel, and hav­ 
ing pounded glass one pound, -.lacked lime 
two pounds, wcil dried in au iron pot, and 
sifted through a flour sieve.

A GREAT PREACHER GONE. 
The death of Rev. Henry W ard Beecher 
removes from among men one of the most 
conspicuous of American characters. 
Beecher was a man like no other, compar­ 
able to no other. Without being a great 
scholar, or a profound philosopher, he was 
one ol the most successful pulpit orators 
and best platform debaters of the world 
The century has not given us so versatile 
a mind, with such general mental breadth 
and such marvelous capacity for all things 
intellectual. There was no subject in the 
realm of thought upon which he did not 
llave something to say, and say brilliantly 
and forcibly. His mentality was alive to 
every pulsation of human thought, and re­ 
sponsive to every sentiment that concerned 
the welfare of mankind. His natural gifts 
were very great; he was never driven to 
hard labor to acquire skill or capacity; 
Nature had been so generous in her intel­ 
lectual bounty to Beecher that his devel­ 
opment was as natural and easy as the 
growth of a plant. The one thing most 
notable in this strong man and tireless 
worker in intellectual fields, was his cour­ 
age and his readiness. There was no occa­ 
sion in all his long career, to the issues of 
which he was not equal. In this respect 
his was consummate ability, and has left a 
record of intellectual battles fought and 
won in the face of apparently overpower­ 
ing odds, such as stand to the credit of 
few other men America has produced. 
H e was an indefatigable worker, and as he 
labored seemed to grow stronger. To say 
that his was a tireless brain is to express 
the truth hut feebly. He went to his 
death as such a worker should—suddenly 
and without that decay that makes the 
latter days of so many great men seasons 
of pity and regret. Beecher was a w it; 
his sense of humor was keen and refined. 
These carried hint in perfect equilibrium 
over breakers that would have capsized 
ordinary men. He possessed the art of 
using his wit at the right time and in the 
ight place, and in such eminent degree 
that he was one of the very few who could 
safely bring it into the pulpit and invite 
liis congregation, over which lie exercised 
a marvelous influence, to indulge with him 
in its effervescence. There has never been, 
probably, so successful a public American 
lecturer as Henry Ward Beecher; cer­ 
tainly no man has surpassed his lecture- 
rostrum successes in this count ry. He was 
a strong influence in the age in w liich he 
lived, making himself felt among raen as 
do only the few, and, however mistaken'he 
was at times as to policies and wise action, 
notably in political matters, he labored 
for the humane as he understood it, and 
was always lor liberty, the largest free­ 
dom of conscience, the highest and great­ 
est possibilities of men and the better­ 
ment of the race. So he was a helper in 
the progress of the age, and one of the 
foremost, lifting men up to his plane, en­ 
couraging them by his example and in­ 
spiring them with his own fearlessness- 
11 is patriotism was always at fever heat; 
he loved his country intensely, devotedly, 
hut was not Wind to her faults. He never 
wavered in his faith iu her, or shrank 
from the consequences of expressing his 
views concerning her public affairs. The 
service he rendered the cause of the uation 
in the darkest hour of her supreme trial, 
when he proceeded to England, bearded 
the lion of disunion in his lair, and 
stemmed the tide of English sentiment 
that was crystallizing against the Union, 
will ever be held in grateful remembrance 
by the American people. It was more 
than a gallant act—it was heroic—and 
proved of inestimable value to the cause of 
free government. For this one service, if 
all else was forgotten, we can af­ 
ford to be blind to all possible 
defects in tiiis gifted man. 
With 
all his intellectual greatness, his marvelous 
brilliancy, his clear-headedness and vei 
tility, there was an eccentric vein in his 
character. It led him to many extrava­ 
gances that cooler men stop short of it 
It betrayed him into indiscretions of ex- 
pres-ion and attitude on great questions, 
that in other men by postponement would 
have Itgcome wise action. There wls per­ 
haps no better evidence of his popularity 
than the fact that society constantly 
sought to know his opinions, and that it 
ma le him hundreds of times the target 
for its criticism and assault. For his was 
a character so rugged in its bravery as to 
invite antagonism, and court the assaults 
of opponents. He never begged quarter 
of such, or appealed for their forbearance 
or timidly explained to them. He was a 
weak man that he was not provident. 
.Suck a one 
he ought to have amassed 


great wealth; but he did not, for he had 
n-> business faculty. His genius brought 
him money, bui his carelessness and free 
use ci it kept him pretty constantly tc 
need of all he got. He lived well, and was 
liberal in his charities; he gratified his 
taste for travel and books and print, and 
nted his money whenever his tastes de­ 
manded, with small regard for provision 
for tLc future. Still he did not die a jioor 
man, but possessed a fair inland estate in 
the agricultural development and adorn­ 
ment of which he took intense pleasure. 
In style he wax noted for wealth of thought, 
richness of illustration and vigor of ex­ 
pression. What he lacked in philosophic 
depth and profoundity, he made up for 
completely by the trenchant manner in 
which he treated all subjects, by the 
symmetry of his discourses, the brilliancy 
of his language, and the master strokes he 
delivered for free thought, liberty and 
human progress. He was a preacher and 
teacher for great audiences and popular 
assemblies, rather than a lecturer for pro­ 
foundly learned bodies. His appeals were 
far more likely to reach the heart and 
quicken the pulse than to stir the depths 
of thought or invite dissection by the 
philosophic. He was one of the most 
brilliant and notable products of Ameri­ 
can intellectuality, and he made an im­ 
pression on the age that will not die out of 
history or disappear from our literature. 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH SESSION — SIXTY- 
FIFTH DAY. 


THE NICOLAUS CASE. 
The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Nicolaus cases 
will tend to give comfort to those who in­ 
cite to violence against the Chinese. A 
band of men by threat and menace com­ 
pelled the Chinese to vacate the village of 
Nicolaus. Some of these were arrested 
and charged with conspiracy to deprive 
the aliens of the equal protection of the 
liws. On refusal of the Court below to 
discharge the prisoners upon habeas cor­ 
pus, the case went to the Supreme Court. 
That tribunal now holds that the con­ 
spiracy charged was not a violation of any 
statute of the United States, nor was it 
within the treaty with China, assuring her 
people resident in the United States se­ 
curity in their persons and property. The 
statute invoked against the defendants 
provides for punishment for conspiracy by 
force to prevent, hinder or delay the exe­ 
cution of any Federal law. 
This, says 
the Court, was not 
the case at 
Nicolaus, for no resistance to the 
execution of a Federal law was attempted. 
The Court holds that while Congress lias 
power to provide for the punishment of 
.hose who deprive Chinese of any rights 
guaranteed to them by the treaty, yet it 
has not done so. There is a statute pro­ 
viding for the punishment of those who 
conspire to deprive any person of the 
equal protection of the laws, but that 
statute was many years ago held unconsti­ 
tutional where the States have provided 
for the punishment of such conspirators. 
It was claimed in the present case that it 
would still cover cases where the persons 
conspired against were aliens entitled to 
protection under a treaty. But the Court 
holds that the statute is not capable of 
such treatment as to separate that which 
is constitutional from that which is not. 
Another section of the Federal statutes 
provides for punishment of those who in­ 
fringe the rights of “citizens,” and this ex­ 
cludes its application to the cases of aliens. 
There are two dissenting opinions by Jus­ 
tices Field and Harlan. Of that of the 
former only do the dispatches give us in­ 
formation. Justice Field is said to hold 
that as the treaty guarantees to Chinese 
in the United States the immunities 
enjoyed by subjects or citizens of the 
most favored nation, the expulsion at 
Nicolaus was forcible deprivation of righto 
secured by the treaty, and therefore pre­ 
ven tati on by force of the execution of a 
law of the United States. The reason and 
humanity of the case would seem to be 
with the view of Justice Field. There 
«-as an invasion of the law and its protec­ 
tive operation was prevented when the 
Chinese were expelled, and this, iu a broad 
view of the question, may be said to be the 
prevention of the execution of the law— 
that is to say, the protection the law affords 
is not alone that visible, tangible thing 
which the warrant and presence of an offi­ 
cer or soldier of the Government, or any 
number of them gives. It is supposed to 
extend its protecting wings without the 
manifestations of official jK>wer. 
That 
force seldom enters into the question until 
after the attempted invasion of a right. 
When the Chinese were expelled, clearly 
the law that is supposed to protect them 
was made by the act of expulsion non ef­ 
fective, it no longer had sufficient ¡>ower 
in itself to guarantee them quietude in 
their chosen residence, so there is force in 
the reasoning of Justice Field that the ex­ 
pulsion amounted to the forcible preven­ 
tion of the execution of a law. But the 
Supreme Court has held otherwise and 
given the strict and technical interpreta­ 
tion of the statute, and its opinion thus 
becomes the rule of action. It is perha|w 
best that it is so, for it will lead States and 
Congress to the supplying of the need 
for severe laws, wherever that need 
exists, to protect _ all aliens in all righto 
guaranteed to them. For this is not a 
question related to the Chinese alone; it 
involves all aliens, and these cannot but 
feel less secure after this decioioii, inStates 
where the local law is inadequate to pro­ 
tect them from outrages similar to 
that perpetrated at Nicolaus. Aside 
from this, the utter folly of that phase of 
the boycott hasiieen proven by the outcome 
of the Nicolaus and similar eases. All 
such i>ersecutions and attempts to expel 
the Chinese without warrant of law, have 
but retarded the Anti-Chinese cause and 
crippled us at the East, While this jour­ 
nal has stood the firm friend of that cause, 
and did all it could to rid the State of the 
dangers following in the wake of Chinese 
immigration, it has the satisfaction of 
knowing that it has never countenanced or 
approved any methods such as those em­ 
ployed at Nicolaus.

SENATE. 
Tuesday, March 8th. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., the President in 
the chair. 
A. B. 287. (the Vincent irrigation bill) was 
taken up and read the first time. 
Gesfonl called up his motion to reconsider the 
vote whereby the Senate refused to read the sec­ 
ond time the bill to pay the deficiency in the 
salary of the Secretary to the State Engineer. 
Yrooman spoke against the motion, claiming 
that it was not a legal charge aguin&t the State. 
Gesford explained the law in regard to the 
matter, showing that the claim was not one re­ 
quired to go betore the State Board of Exam­ 
iners. 
Bray and Boggs, as members of the Finance 
Committee, advocated the payment of the de­ 
ficiency. 
Vrooman said there were bills pending before 
the Legislature aggregating nearly $3,OuO,OOu in 
appropriations which should not be allowed, 
ana to which the door would be opened by the 
passage of this bill.

Also, A. B. 35, for the better pro­ 
tection of settlers on public lands. Also, bills

A. Galinnd and J. F. Gawtbome. Also, A. B. 
41. relating to roads and highways [The latter 
bill was amended in several particulars.] 
The next bill taken up was the ce.ebrated 
measure to pay the claims of a number of prop- 
ertv-owucrs on Telegraph Hill, San Francisco, 
forViamages to their property from excavations 
made by the seawall contractors. The bill, 
which appropriates 564,82a. was read the second 
time, without a dissenting i*ite. 
A. B. 81. in relation to the compensation of the 
Mayor and Council men of cities with a popula­ 
tion not exceeding 10,090. 
On mot.on of Steele, the bill was declared to 
be one of urgency, and was read the second and 
third times and passed. 
A message was received from the Assembly, 
announcing the passage of a joint resolution re­ 
lating to hydraulic mining.

ASSEMBLY. 
The House met at 10 a. m., Speaker Jordan in 
the cn&ir and a bare quorum present. 
The morning hour was devoted mostly to the 
reading of bills the second t me. 
A. C. A. 28. to amend Section 12, Article X III. 
of the Constitution, was refused passage. It 
provides for the abolishment of poll taxes after 
1891. The vote stood, ayes 41. uoes lg. Ells­ 
worth gave a notice of reconsideration. 
S. B. 162, which was refused passage ou Mon­ 
day. was called up, the vote reconsidered, and 
bill passed by 57 to 2. This is tbe bill to which 
this paper called attention yesterday morniug, 
and is intended to prevent Chinese fishermen 
from taking small fry and shrimp from our 
waters for exportation. It was recommended 
by the Fish Commissioners; was drawn op by 
Jíidge A. B. Dibble, Secretary of the Commis­ 
sion, and is an Act of importance to the State.

APPROVED BY THE GOVERNOR. 
A message was received from the Governor 
approving A. B. 181. concerning the issuance of 
alias summonses. Also A. B. 390, appropriating 
S5.00U tor tbe erection of a monument to the 
memory of J. W. Marshall. 
ANOTHER VETO. 
The following message was received from the 
Governor: 
To the Senatr of the State of California: I here­ 
with return without my approval Senate Bill 
No. 270, entitled “ An Act to amend an Act en­ 
titled an Act making an appropriation for the 
establishment of a permanent fund for the pur­ 
chase of jute, to lie manufactured at the State 
Prison at San Quentin, approved March 9.1885, 
aud making an additional appropriation there­ 
for.”My objections to this bill are as follows: 
First—It materially changes the purpose and 
requirements of the Act of 1885. That Act ap­ 
propriated 510.000 as a revolving fund, to be 
used exclusively in payment for jute to be used 
iu manufacturing at San Quentin, and required 
the return to the fund of the 540,000. This bill 
adds largely to the fnud. and authorizes its use 
in payment of the cost of jute and expenses of 
manufacturing the same* without any limita­ 
tions. It further provides that “after the pay­ 
ment of the expenses to the support fund or 
other source, wheu money is drawn therefrom 
to pay the expenses of manufacturing jute, aud 
after applying the profits to the support of the 
prison, tne balance shall be returned to said 
revolving fund,” It thus appears by this bill 
all other funds are to be kept fully satisfied aud 
to get the benefit of any profit in the manufac­ 
ture of jute before the Revolving Fund is to re­ 
ceive what belongs to it, evtn though this bal­ 
ance were less than the original fund. This is 
iu striking contrast with the Act of 1885, which 
gives this fund the preference and requires it to 
be kept intact. 
Second—The amount appropriated is excessive 
aud too indefinite. By the Act of 18 5 the sum 
of 540,000 was appropriated, which is still in the 
revolving fund, or in jute purchased This bill 
appropriates 570,000, which would make the re­ 
volving fund *110,000. But, in addition to this 
sum, the Prison Directors are authorized, for the 
same purpose, “ to use so much money as may 
be necessary, from appropriations, for the use 
or support of the prison at San Quentin.” I am 
advised that about 5260.000 will be aud is usual­ 
ly appropriated for such use or support. It is 
thus seen that the Directors can employ, iu ad­ 
dition to the 5110.000, an indefinite portion of 
this 5260,000, for tho purpose of paying the ex­ 
penses of manufacturing jute goods. It is virtu­ 
ally p’acing over 5370,000 iu the hands of the 
Directors to invest in purchasing jute and m an­ 
ufacturing jute goods, and in protecting such 
investment 
Again, from the clause above 
quoted, it seems that tbe Directors may even 
employ money from some “ other source” be­ 
sides these appropriations : that is. may borrow' 
money, which money must be paid out of the 
proceeds of sales of the manufactured goods. 
This bill encourugcs investment beyond tne re­ 
quirements of the State Prison. It encourages 
speculation on behalf of the State, aud iu ail 
article (and its manufacture) of very fluctuat­ 
ing value. It endangers not only the special 
revolving fund, but also the fund provided for 
the current expenses of the prison, and it com­ 
mits the State to the establishment of a factory 
for the profit that may be made out of it. wheu, 
in my opiniou. such work should be doue only 
when necessary, and as collateral to the gov­ 
ernmental duties of the State. 
The provisions of the bill that the money 
(transferred from tbe prison fund) “shall not be 
made where such trausfcr will hinder or in 
anywis? delay the purpose for which the fund 
depleted was created,” and that money used 
shall be repaid iuto the fund depleted out of the 
proceeds of sale of jute, are uot, in my opiniou, 
sufficient safeguards. 
Third—There is not the usual or sufficient su­ 
pervision over the expenditures of a portion of 
the fund. 
It is evident from the clause first 
above quoted that the expenditure of the profits 
and the payment of the expenses of manufact­ 
uring incurred, would be made by the Directors 
without any auditing or supervision by the 
Board of Examiners or other officers. 
In conclusion I recommend that the sum 
asked for by the Prison Directors iu their report, 
530,000, be added to the revolving fund of 1885, 
and that all profits be placed to the credit of the 
general fund—the State having made ample 
provision in the general appropriation bill for 
all the necessary expenses of the prison. 
W. Bartlett. Governor.

S. B. 199, appropriating 510,000 to ere t a build­ 
ing for the purpose of furnishing dormitories 
and dining-rooms for the male adult blind iu- 
mates at the “ Home for the Adult Blind.” 
S. P. 191, appropriating 128,900 for the pur­ 
pose of purchasing suitable property for the lo­ 
cation ol the Industrial Home of Mechanical 
Trades for the Adult Blind. 
A.B. 247. to create an irrigation, drainage and 
water rights legislation Commission, to define 
its powers and duties, and to provide for pay- 
meuLof its cost and exjienses, was taken up out 
of order and read a second time. It was 
amended by making it the duty of the Commis­ 
sioners to 'examine the subject of water right3 
iu connection with hydraulic mining, aud rais­ 
ing the appropriation to 570,000. The bill W’as 
made a si>ecial order for to-morrow afternoon. 
Campbell’s resolution, A. R. 10, came up as a 
special order at 9 p. m. The original resolution 
provided in substance, alter reciting the griev-’ 
auces of the miners, that Congress be requested 
to expend the 540,000 heretofore appropriated 
for the purpose of prosecuting the miners, to 
the buildiDgof impounding dams in the mount­ 
ains. Yesterday Variel of Plumas, who is ever 
alive to the interests of the miners, proj»osed a 
substitute asking Congress to repeal the law di 
recting the $JU,000 to be spent in prosecuting tbe 
miners, and to enact such laws as would forth­ 
with result iu the appointment of a commission 
of mining engineers to investigate this mining 
debris question lor the purpose* of determining 
whether some feasible plau for its solution 
could be devised, and in case such plan could 
be determined on, then that the 540,(XX), aud 
such other sums as Congress might be prevailed 
on to give, might be expended in carrying out 
such plan. 
Before the time for the consideration of the 
question came up, Coombs of Napa—believing 
he could reconcile all interests, upon a resolu­ 
tion embodying the main features of Variel’s 
substitute—after considerable conference with 
the leaders on both sides, proposed the substi­ 
tute given below. Alter brief aud pointed dis­ 
cussion by Coombs, its author, and by Variel, 
Campbell 'and Sims, on the part of the miners, 
and Ohleyer, Taylor, Carroll and Carr, on the 
part of the farmers, the resolution was unan 
imously adopted. 
Mr. Coombs’ substitute is os follows : 
W h e r e a s. Under the laws of this land, as 
expressed by the Courts, the mining industry of 
this State is in imminent danger of being en­ 
tirely suppressed; aud, where s, the miners de­ 
sire to submit to the mand itcsof the law and 
pursue tlieir occupation under its sanction, and 
inasmuch as mining cannot be carried on with­ 
out debris; and, whereas, this industry has 
added mat rially to the wealth of this country, 
and is one upon which vast interests depend, and 
upon w hich the welfare, the homes and fortunes 
of thousands of hard-working people depend, 
aud it is now in cxtremus mortis; and, w hereas, 
it is impossible to continue taat industry openly 
and legally without some legislation to protect 
it; and whereas, the miners, as a class, are 
present unable to carry on their industry ana 
works trader the laws of the land: aud w hereas, 
immense sums of money have been paid the 
General Government in the purchase ol mining 
land, and still greater sums invested iu improv­ 
ing ihesame. and in the construction of ditches, 
canals and reservoirs to carry on such industry; 
and whereas, such vast expenditures have been 
made in good faith, and under tbe belief that 
the license to mine was presumed to exist by 
reason of the past conree of the General Gov­ 
ernment towards the mining industry; and 
whereas, the product of the m ’uer's toil bus 
birgelv fallen off in California by reason ol the 
law as announced by the Courts: and whereas 
an increase of the bulk of our circulating me­ 
dium is imperatively demanded by tbe great 
growing commercial interests of the world, and 
more especially in view of the fact that the ag­ 
gregate annual output of the entire world is not 
more than sufficient to supply the demands for 
use in th- arts alone: and whereas.it is the 
opinion of this body that some Congressional leg­ 
islation and action ft not only desirable, but ab­ 
solutely necessary, and that the valley people, 
as well as the miners, desire to promote the in­ 
dustry of mining, provided it can be done with­ 
out detriment or damage to the valleys and nav­ 
igable streams of California: therefore, be it 
JfeaotraL That our Senators and Representa­ 
tive» in Congress 
be requested to take such 
steps as will, in their judgment, relieve tbe 
mining industry of California from its 
present 
status, 
with a 
view 
at all 
times to a proper recognition 
of 
the 
iaw andihe interest* of all. and to that end 
procure the passage of such laws as will pro­ 
vide, first, for an immediate and thorough 
investigation of this minjng-debris question by 
a commission of competent Government en­ 
gineers. for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
some plan can be devised whereby the present 
conflict between the mining and farming sec­ 
tions may be adjusted and the mining in­ 
dustry rehabilitated ; second, to the carrying 
ont of such 
plans, in the event any 
suitable ones be 
determined on ; third, for a 
complete examination and survey of the in­ 
jured river channels, with a view to their im­ 
provement aud rectification ; fonrth, providing 
sufficient means to accomplish said purposes. 
A number of bills were road a first and second 
time, after which the Assembly adjourned. 
LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 
The petition presented in the Senate last 
night by Mr. I)ray, against any modifica­ 
tion or amendment of the pilot bill, reads 
as follows: 
To the honorable the Chairman and members 
of the Senate of the State of California, now in 
session: The petition of the undersigned mem­ 
bers of tbe Sacrameuto Board of Trade, repre­ 
sents and alleges: That the rates of pilotage to 
and from the harbor of San Francisco, as estab­ 
lished by Act of the Legislature, now in force, 
are on reason ablv excessive, and can bear con­ 
siderable reduction; that the reduction of those 
ratea would greatly benefit the producing and 
mercantile interests of the State; that he pilot­ 
age bill iiitrodiu ed in the Assembly by the Hon. 
J. Marion Brooks, aud now before your honor­ 
able House, provides a reasonable measure of 
reduction on charges which the produce of the 
State has to bear. 
Wherefore, your petitioners pray and respect­ 
fully urge your honorable House to give the bill 
favorable consideration, and pass it without 
mi>dification.

MARSHALL HONORED. 
A M onument to be Erected to H is M em­ 
ory in £1 Dorado County. 
Both branches of the Legislature have 
passed, and the Governor has signed, As­ 
sembly bill No. 390, introduced by Mahler 
of El Dorado county, which reads as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1. There is appropriated out of moneys 
in the general fund of the State the sum of 
85,000 to erect a monument to the memory of 
James W. Marshall, over his grave at Coloma, 
El Dorado county, State of California. 
Section 2. The Controller is hereby authorized 
to draw his warrant for said amount, at the re­ 
quest of a Board of Commissioners, to consist of 
three citizens of the State of California, who 
shall be named by the Governor of the State of 
California within thirty days after this Act 6hall 
take effect. 
Section 3. The said Board is hereby authorized 
to erect a suitable monument to carry out the 
purposes of this Act, at an expense not to exceed 
Section 4. This Act shall take effect imme­ 
diately. 
James W. Marshall emigrated from New 
Jersey to Oregon in IS43, and from Oregon 
to California in 1844. Here he engaged in 
farming and sleek-raising in a small way 
until the breaking out of the Mexican 
War, when he 
F.5LISTED IN THE CALIFORNIA BATTALION, 
Under Fremont, served faithfully, through 
his term of enlistment, and received an 
honorable discharge. 
Returning home, 
Marshall found his horses and cattle gone 
—some strayed, others stolen—and in or­ 
der to obtain means to buy other stock and 
put his place to righto, he applied to Cap­ 
tain Suiter for work. Marshall was then 
about 38 years of age, unmarried, faithful, 
eccentric, and is said to have been exceed­ 
ingly stubborn. He obtained immediate 
employment from Captain Sutter, aud 
proved an ingenious mechanic, niakine 
himself «juite useful in the construction of 
chairs, tables and all those articles of house­ 
hold furniture so much needed in a new 
settlement. Lumber was in great demand 
among the settlers of the Sacramento val­ 
ley, their number having been considerably 
augmented by the arrival of Mormons and 
others from beyond the mountains. Mar­ 
shall being a lumberman, and competent 
to manage the enterprise, he was dispatched 
by Captain Sutter, with an Indian guide 
aiid interpreter, to tbe mountains, in May, 
1847, to select a site for a sawmill. Mar­ 
shall returned and reported that he had 
found a good location, on the south fork of 
the American river, forty miles east ot the 
fort, at a point called by the Indians Cul- 
loo-ma. which means “beautiful vale,” and 
which is the site ot 
THE BEAUTIFUL LITTLE TOWN OF COLOMA. 
The water power was sufficient, pine 
■trees plentiful, and a Mexican cart could 
pass without difficulty between the fort 
and the proposed site of the sawmill. 
Some delay occurred, and it was not until 
August, 18-17. that Captain Sutter finally 
arranged with Marshall to superintend the 
erection and running of the sawmill. The 
mill was completed in January, 1848, and 
they had just commenced sawing, when, 
on the night of February 2,1848, Marshall 
appeared at Sutter’s Fort, his horse in a 
loam and himself presenting a singular 
appearance—all bespattered with mud and 
laboring under an extraordinary degree of 
excitement. He immediately requested 
Coptain Sutter to go with him into a room 
where they could be alone. This request 
was granted, and after the door was closed 
Marshall asked Captain Sutter if he was 
snre they would not be disturbed, and de­ 
sired that the door might be locked. Cap­ 
tain Sutter did not know wbat to make of 
his actions, and began to think it hazard­ 
ous to lock himself in a room with a man 
who acted so strangely. Marshall took 
from his pocket a pouch, from which he 
poured upon the table 
ABOUT AN OUNCE OF YELLOW GRAINS 
Of metal which he thought would prove 
to be gold. Marshall said that in the 
morning, tbe water being shut off from the 
mill race, be discovered in passing through 
the race, shining particles here and there 
on the bottom. On examination he found 
them to be of metallic substance, and the 
thought fleshed over him that they might 
be gold. Marshall said that the laborers— 
white and Indian—had pickedjup some of 
the particles, and thought a large quantity 
could be collected. 
Captain Sutter was quite incredulous as 
to these particles being gold, but happen­ 
ing to have a bottle of nitric acid among 
his stores, he applied the test, and, true 
enough, the yellow grains proved to be 
pure gold. The great discovery was made. 
View these men as they sit at tbe hour 
of midnight in the dimly lighted room of 
that adobe fort, the other side of the world 
to everybody but themselves. 
ISOLATED, ALL UNKNOWING AND UNKNOWN; 
One an educated, polished gentleman from 
Europe, the other a plain, honest me­ 
chanic from the United States. Regard 
them as they examine those little yellow 
grains and learn that they are gold. The 
action of no King on his throne, no war­ 
rior at the head of his army, no statesman 
or legislative body that ever existed, was 
more oondueive to events of the highest 
import to tbe human race than was 
that of these two hnmble, private 
individuals when they sat at the mi«l- 
night hour, secluded and lonely in 
that then remote country, and discovered 
they were handling gold. A singular co­ 
incidence was tbe fact that, on the very 
day—perhaps the very moment—that Mar­ 
shall discovered tbe grains of gold in tbe 
foothills of El Dorado, the treaty that 
closed the Mexican war and gave us Cali­ 
fornia was signed in the City of Mexico. 
The acquisition of California and the 
discovery of gold are events beyond the 
range of man's calculation in their in­ 
fluence on the destiny of the great Ameri­ 
can Republic. 
REPUBLICS AP.E UNGRATEFUL, 
Is an oft-repeated expression, and in this 
instance a truism. Marshall lived a poor 
man, and died in abject want and poverty. 
Not long since be was found dead in his 
cabin near the town of Kelsey, some five 
miles from Coioma. He had been dead 
some time, there was nothing in his cabin 
to eat, and it is thought by some that this 
distinguished pioneer, who had been re- 
fased a small pittance from tbe California 
Legislature, had actually died of starvation. 
It seems incredible that the rich and great 
State of California, the generous instincts 
and liberal view3 of whose people never 
allow them to do anything of a patriotic, 
honorable and just character on a small 
scale, could see their great pioneer pass 
from earth unknown, unhonored, and in 
want—could see the sun which illumined a 
life so g“niai and good; a life that has 
yielded, through hardship, toil and courage­ 
ous exposure, ::uch immense national bene­ 
fit, go down in penury, sorrow and gloom. 
His remains quietly sleep in the little 
graveyard in tne “ beautiful vale” wbere 
he made the discovery that electrified the 
world 39 years ago. " 
The A rt o f M ixing D rinks.—“ Oh, yes,

Curacoa want one hundred barrels of ’78 
Maryland rye right off,’and tan go and make 
up tbe whole order ont of the raw material 
and get it barreled by 6 o’clock in the 
morning, and he's the life of the business. 
Ten thousand a year ain't much for him.’’

H o w a r d s.— The 
collections at the polls for the Howards 
yesterday were as follows : Precinct Third 
and J, $14 Jó; precinct Seventeenth and N, 
$11 55; precinct Tenth and K, $6 30: pre­ 
cinct Twelfth and H, $5 65; precinct Ninth 
and J, $1 80; precinct Third and K, $4 25; 
precinct Fifth an d K ,65 cents; total.$47 55. 
This collection was only $7 less than that 
of the general election last fall when there 
were eleven precincts. Seventeenth and N 
was the champion precinct at the last elec­ 
tion, but Third and J on this occasion broke 
the record. Examination of the contenis

YESTERDAY’S CITY ELECTION. 


The D em ocrats Completely “ Snowed I n 
tier”—No T hird T erm for the Mayor. 
Yesterday’s nini.icipal election was con­ 
ducted in a very li rely inanuer by the Re­ 
publicans, and, for a portion of the day, by 
the Democrats, but many of the latter, as 
the hours advanced and the success of their 
opponents seemed to be assured, became 
discouraged 
and 
gave up the fight. 
Though there was apparently considerable 
money distributed, there was very little 
noise made or disposition to quarrel man­ 
ifested about the polls. Early in the morn­ 
ing a skirmish occurred at the First Pre­ 
cinct. where officer Sullivan interfered to 
prevent B. W. Cavanaugh from escorting a 
man to the window of the polling place. 
The officer declared that he had no right 
to do as he was doing—that he was inter­ 
fering, etc. Cavanaugh held that the law 
only prevented ballots front being opened 
or handed to voters within 109 feet of the 
polls. After the interchange of a few ex­ 
cited remarks, Sullivan 
endeavored to 
force Cavanangh away, when the latter a 
father, who was present, stepped in to 


T H E ASSISTANCE OF H IS SON. 
And caught Sullivan by the throat,as the lat­ 
ter savs. Sullivan struck or struck at him, 
and almost immediately there was a great 
tumult, the friends of the contestants ral­ 
lying to take part in the fight, and the 
crowd of 75 or 100 persons rushing ex­ 
citedly to the spot. 
“ Schonchin ” was 
among those who reached the combatants 
first, and he claims that he only desired to 
separate them ; but Sullivan thought he 
“ meant fight," and treated him as an en­ 
emy, making the San Franciscan dodge 
around actively to avoid punishment. The 
officer then drew his pistol, proposing to 
use it as a clttb, but Len Harris and others 
interfered and persuaded him to put the 
weapon up. Sullivan's statement is that 
“ six or eight of those pugilists came at me, 
and I had to do somtthing to save myself." 
Gthcrs censure the officer very severely 
for drawing his pistol, aud say he was act­ 
ing arbitrarily from the start. 
The election was considered to be mainly 
a contest between the two candidates for 
First Trustee (or Mayor), the balance of 
the Republican ticket, with the exception 
of the candidate for Fire Commissioner, 
being composed of 


T H E PRESENT INCUMBENTS 
Of the offices for which they were candi­ 
dates, and which they had faUed with satis­ 
faction to the public, who felt no desire to 
have them retired. The S3me City Library 
Trustees were on botti tickets. It was gen­ 
erally conceded that the candidates for 
Mayor were strong nominees, Mr. Gregory 
being a native Californian, energetic and 
able, and against whom nothing could be 
said except that he was young and lack­ 
ing in experience; while Mr. Brown, who 
is now completing his second term in the 
office, had heretofore drawn largely from 
the Republican vote when he was a candi­ 
date for office. 
Consequently, prior to the 
opening of the polls, tt. was expected that 
the race between them would be very 
close, though the Republican candidate’s 
admitted popularity with all classes of citi­ 
zens, old and young, caused his prospects 
to be deemed the best. 


W H EN IT CAME TO VOTING, 
However, the Republicans stuck closely to , 
their ticket, and, Gregory drawing largely 
upon the Democratic vote, he was success­ 
ful by a great majority. There were two 
prominent factors in the contest tending to 
defeat Mr. Brown, aside from the fact that 
he is sick, and could scarcely be out in a 
carriage for a short lime. The sporting 
element—the “ boys ”—voted against him 
almost to a man, because of what he had 
said and done against their interests; the 
people opposed to gambling also voted 
against hint, their reason being that he had 
not maintained to the end Ids opposition to 
the gamblers, but had for months looked 
on while gaming was being resumed in the 
city. It was also urged by the Republican 
members of this class of voters that he had 
shown too much partisanship. 


TH AT H E HAD MADE WAR 
Against a Republican Chief of Police on 
the subject of gaming, but neglected to 
trouble the present Democratic Chief. The 
“ city bond ' question doubtless cut a very 
large figure, also, in Mr. Brown’s defeat, 
the public not being satisfied with his posi­ 
tion concerning it. When' the polls closed 
the Republicans claimed the election by 
majorities ranging up to as high as 500, 
but they were not prepared for the figures 
shown bv the counting of the ballots, and 
which indicate a majority in favor of Mr. 
Gregory over Mr. Brown of 1,919, out of a 
total vote of 4,559. The vote cast three years 
ago, when Mr. Brown was elected Mayor, 
amounted to 4,147. 
He received 1,824 
votes, Mr. Stetiens 1,759, and the Prohibi­ 
tion candidate 315. 


YESTERDAY, ON TH IR D STREET, 
The crowds that gathered at the polling- 
p’.aces presented many a “ tough-looking ’’ 
countenance, and property-owners shud­ 
dered as they saw those individuals exer­ 
cising the right oí suffrage. However, they 
all got a chance to vote, what one side did 
not secure The other did,,the market price 
ot votes ranging, it is said, from $1 to $3. 
There were half-a-dozen arrests for illegal 
voting, three of them being from the First 
Precinct, one from the Second, and two 
from Three and One-half. Several San 
Francisco ward-workers who were in the 
city in attendance upon- the Legislature, 
took advantage of the election to “keep 
their hands in,” and made themselves as 
much at home at the polls, especially in 
the First Ward, as the natives. The Pro­ 
hibition vote does not appear to have been 
encouragingly large. The following table 
gives the result in detail:

A rilg rim ag e to Mecca—Incident» by the 
W ay—O riental Contornes. 
I 
Another large audience attended the see. 
Olid lecture of the Hebrew, Wad-El-Ward 
at the First Baptist Church, last evening. 
The lecturer appeared in Oriental costume, 
which consisted of a frock made of gray 
and brown striped silk ; a tunic of red ma­ 
terial was thrown over his shoulders, which 
extended half way to the flcor. For a head­ 
dress he wore a turban. During the even­ 
ing, for the purpose of illustrating the 
manner in which the Egyptian and Mo­ 
hammedan women dress, the lecturer pre­ 
sented his wife to the audience, dressed in 
the costume of each nationality. 
The 
lecturer presented, in a very eloquent man­ 
ner, the pilgrimage of a large multitude of 
the followers of Mohammed 


FROM CAIRO TO T H E HOLY CITY , 
Mecca. He said that he accompanied this 
particular company, some fifty thousand 
in number, front the starting point to their 
destination. After they had been on the 
road some fifteen days they arrived at a 
place called “ The Wells of Moses.” At 
this point tbeir suffering began, and hun­ 
dreds of pilgrims would die by the way­ 
side from exhaustion aud thirst. During 
the journeyings of the Mohammedan to 
the Holy City he would observe all the 
rites of his religion. The speaker said that 
among those who composed the company 
were a class known as the “ Howling Der­ 
vishes,” who would go through a sort of 
dance, uttering the most unearthly sounds. 
In addition to this, they would run a knife 
through their cheeks, also cut the skin 
loose on their backs, run a thong through, 
and then suspend themselves until the 
skin would break and liberate them. The 
speaker said that each one was expected 


TO OBSERVE TH IS RELIG IO US CUSTOM, 
And as he was not prepared to worship 
Mohammed, or any one else, and undergo 
that kind of torture, he followed a plan 
made use of sometimes, that of going into 
a fit and remaining in that condition until 
they had concluded their barbarous method 
of worship. Another class of worshipers 
of the Prophet was referred to, who are 
known as the ‘ Whirling Dervishes.” The 
speaker said that during their journey 
about 500 of them formed tu line, and 
kept it np for about two hours without 
stopping. He said they spun themselves 
around so rapidly that it was 


NOT TOSSIBLE TO SEE T H E IR FACES. 
At last, said the lecturer, we have arrived 
at Mecca, the holy city. It is built on the 
side ot a hill, ainpbitheater-sloped, so that 
front any position in the city you can view 
the entire camping ground of the pilgrims. 
Sometimes, said the lecturer, a million and 
a half of people assemble on this plain for 
the purpose of worship and trading. Near 
Mecca is a mountain known as Mount 
Arafat, where all go to worship, but none 
can pass a certain point unless they have 
observed all the charities laid down in the 
code of the Mohammedan ritual of wor­ 
ship, and one of these is that you must be 
married; if you are not, you must go to 
the market place and purchase a wife, which 
can be done for about 83 cents. You can 
also secure 


A DIVORCE FOR O N E-H A LF T H E COST 
Price. The lecturer said the buyer was 
not permitted to see the face of hi3 pur­ 
chase, nor even her hands, as her face was 
covered with a mask, and her entire body 
with a garment which enveloped the whole 
body; that the person making the purchase 
did not know whether the “ she he was 
buying was a he or a she.” After all the 
followers had gathered on the mount, 
which must be early in the morning, a 
cannon is fired, and from that time until 
evening you are not permitted to laugh, 
talk, or move, except to change from one 
foot to the oilier to rest yourself. Before 
the close of day- another signal is given, 
and then all the artillery aud small fire­ 
arms are discharged, after which the Mo­ 
hammedan returns to camp. 
The lecturer said that Mecca was the 
filthiest place on the face of God’s earth, 
and that it would be a blessing to mankind 
if followers of the Prophet, including those 
who live in Europe, would all gather at 
Mecca and have the good fortune to be 
swept out of existence by the Asiatic chol­ 
era, which their gatherings and filthy hab­ 
its at Mecca produce. 
To-night the lecturer will dress some 
twenty persons in Oriental costume for 
the purpose of illustrating an Oriental mar­ 
riage and festival, also a Jewish Passover. 
To-night’s lecture will be the last of the 
course.

A T errib le A ccident on an E lev ated R oad. 
New Y ork, March S th —The large tailor 
establishm ent of “ Nicol, the Tailor, 
in 
the Bowery, was destroyed by fire this 
morning. The tire caused a blockade on 
the Third avenue elevated road, which runs 
far up above Fourteenth street. T he con­ 
ductor on the train, which was blockaded 
a few hundred feet from the Fourteenth 
street station, notified his passengers they 
could leave the train and walk over a nar­ 
row plank alongside the track, and thus 
make their way to the statiou. 
A num ber 
availed themselves of the dangerous privi­ 
lege, and an awful accident was the result. 
In some m anner a panic was started on ths 
narrow walk, far above the street, and a 
num ber of persons wete thrown to the 
pavem ent below. 
It is stated that three 
persons were killed, though seven passen­ 
gers were hurled to the ground and fright­ 
fully bruised. One report says the train 
had not started when a panic ensued among 
the passengers and they crowded each other 
off the track into the street below. 
The utmost excitem ent prevails in the 
city over the accident, telegrams being sent 
in every direction and ambulances are 
being sent to the scene from different hos­ 
pitals. 
A lthough the accident occurred at 
7 o’cloik, no reliable accounts have been 
received down town, and at this hour (10 
o'clock) it is impossible to ascertain the 
names of those killed. Thekilled were all 
men. 
Those injured were removed to the 
hospitals in ambulances. Thousands of 
people are hurrying to the scene of the 
accident to learn if missing ones are among 
those thrown from the track. 
Latee—'T he official report o f the acci­ 
dent show s th a t three persons were killed 
and seven others badly injured. It appears 
th at a nu m b er o f passengers left one o f th e 
train s at S eventeenth street and started to 
walk along a narrow foot-path at th e side 
of the track to th e station at F ourteenth 
street. 
W hile doing so, th e blockade was 
relieved and th e train s began to start. T he 
m otion shook th e pathw ay to su c h an ex ­ 
ten t th a t a n u m b er o f passengers were 
throw n dow n to th e street below, w ith the 
resu lt as stated. 
D ynam ite W orks D estroyed. 
N ew Y o rk , M arch 8th .—T he dynam ite 
w orks of M rs. M ary A. DLtman at B ar Ches­ 
ter, on Long Island Sound, blew up for the 
fifth tim e at 1 o’clock this m orning, killing 
one m an and leveling th e buildings to the 
ground. 
T he last previous explosion was 
on Septem ber 30th ‘last, at w hich tim e four 
Italian s em ployed in th e packing-house 
were blow n to atom s. 
T here is n o t a ves­ 
tige o f th e buildings left, except som e black 
splinters, ab o u t th ree or four inches long. 
A side building is m arked by a hole about 
ten feet deep and tw enty in diam eter. T he 
detonation was heard tw enty-five m iles and 
the shock wss felt in all th e surrounding 
villages. 
T h e people ran out o f th eir 
houses, th in k in g it an earthquake. 
W in ­ 
dows were broken nearly one m ile aw ay. 
T h e u nfortunate m an ’s body could n o t all 
be found.

He had been un Adams m an, and 
Silas W right, one of the ablest representa­ 
tives that State ever had. and M artin Van 
Ituren, who was then Jackson's Secretary 
of State, formed a coalition to have the 
veteran warrior removed soon after Jack­ 
son had taken the oath of office. The 
scarred hero determined to go to see Jack­ 
son and plead his own case against the 
powerful politicians who had determined 
to punish 
him 
for his 
advocacy of 
Adams. 
H e 
called upon Jackson at 
the W hite House. The President en 
gaged 
in 
a 
familiar 
conversation 
with 
him , when, 
to 
his 
amazement, 
the old soldier said : “ General Jackson, I 
have come here to talk to you about my 
office; the politicians w ant to take it 
away from me. and I have nothing else to 
live upon.” The President m ade no reply 
until the aged Postmaster began to take off 
his coat in ihe m ost excited m anner, 
when Old Hickory broke out with the 
inquiry : “ W hat in heaven’s nam e are 
you going to do?” 
“ W ell, sir, I am going 
to show you m y wounds, which I received 
fighting for my country against the Eng­ 
lish.” 
“ Put it on at once, sir,” was the 
reply. “ 1 am surprised that a man of your 
age should m ake such an exhibition of 
himself,” and the eyes of the Iron Presi­ 
dent were snffnscd with tears as, without 
another word, he bade his ancient foe good 
evening. The next day W right called on 
the President and made out his case against 
the General, and urged his removal upon 
the strongest grounds. H e had hardly 
finished the last sentence when Jackson 
sprang to his feet, flung his p>ipe into the 
fire, and exclaimed, w ith great vehemence: 
*• I take the consequences, sir—I take the 
conspqueitces. 
By the E tern al! I will not 
remove the old m an. I cannot remove 
him . 
W hy, Mr. W nght, do you know that 
lie carries more than a pound of British 
lead in his body?” That was the last of 
it. H e who was stronger than courts, 
courtiere or Cabinets pronounced his fiat, 
and the hnppy old Postm aster next day 
took the stage and returned home rejoic­ 
ing.— Washington Letter.
